Martin  - 1 just  left  a message  for  Brent  and  will  follow-up  with  him  on  his  concerns. 


We  had  suspended  these  weekly  meetings  shortly  after  the  Gold  King  release,  partly  out  of 
necessity  due  to  people  being  deployed  and  partly  due  to  uncertainties  about  State  - EPA 
relationships  (i.e.,  AG  involvement). 


As  I stated  in  our  EPR  Leadership  meeting  yesterday,  at  this  point,  my  RPMs  and  others  on  the 
site  team  are  highly  unsure  of  what  they  can  discuss  with  whom  and  how  our  historical  Remedial 
Program  activities  can/should  progress  in  the  context  of  the  release  event  and  the  broader, 
watershed-scale  activities.  As  a consequence,  they  are  understandably  reluctant  to  engage  with 
and  make  commitments  to  our  State  and  Federal  partners,  when  they  believe  that  their  statements 
and  commitments  may  be  rendered  meaningless,  or  even  worse,  result  in  punitive  actions  against 
them. 


I have  been  coordinating  with  Johanna,  and  Liz  Fagen  has  been  coordinating  with  Rob  Parker 
regarding  the  data  needs  for  the  Site  Assessment/NPL  process.  I can  coordinate  and  manage  the 
remedial  site  team  with  respect  to  scoping  additional  Rl  work,  as  the  team  feels  is  appropriate 
based  on  the  applicable  science.  I need  your  and  Bill’s  assistance  with  respect  to  managing  the 
interactions  between  the  Gold  King  Leadership  Group  and  the  site  team,  if  they  are  to  make 
meaningful  progress  on  the  site.
